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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented' or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(g)(1) during the course of an interference conducted under section 135 or section 291, another 
inventor involved therein establishes, to the extent permitted in section 104, that before such person's 
invention thereof the invention was made by such other inventor and not abandoned, suppressed, or 
concealed, or (2) before such person's invention thereof, the invention was made in this country by 
another inventor who had not abandoned, suppressed, or concealed it. In determining priority of 
invention under this subsection, there shall be considered not only the respective dates of conception 
and reduction to practice of the invention, but also the reasonable diligence of one who was first to 
conceive and last to reduce to practice, from a time prior to conception by the other. 

2. Claims rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Carson (US 
PGPUB 2002/0133175). 

With regards to claims 1, 6, 10, 15-17, 19-20, 22-23, Carson teaches that "the 
FluoroNav system also tracks position and orientation of a C-arm used to obtain 
fluoroscopic images of body parts to which fiducials have been attached for capturing 
and storage of fluoroscopic images keyed to position/orientation information as tracked 
by the sensors 16" fl| 79). Carson goes on to teach that "the posterior condylar axis is 
also determined by designating points or as otherwise desired, as rendered on the 
computer generated geometric images overlain or displayed in combination with the 
fluoroscopic images, all of which are keyed to fiducials 14 being tracked by sensors 16" 
(U 88). Carson thus teaches of capturing fluoroscopic images of the fiducials based on 
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position and orientation information. Carson teaches that landmarks can be defined by 
touching a probe, which is fitted with a fiducial, to the area in interest fl| 87). 

With regards to claims 2-5, Carson teaches of a multitude of indicia (Claim 6). 

With regards to claims 8 and 14, Carson teaches that the probe location is stored 

(1177). 

With regards to claim 9, Carson teaches that the probe has a tip which defines 
and endpoint flj 77). 

With regards to claims 10-12, Carson teaches of registering points in order to 
establish mechanical axis. 

With regards to claim 13, Carson teaches of establishing multiple axes flj 8). 

With regards to claim 18, Carson teaches of a pedal flf 74). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claims 7 and 21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The office has failed to locate prior art references that related to automatic C-arm 
positioning.
